MacPherson was hired to replace 
former assistant planner Chuck 
Stewart, who left his post this sum- 

er. “We've got about three days of 
overlap” with the positions, Cain said.

Boyne Falls School considering expansion project 


a Growing enrollment numbers have district in preliminary stages of planning for classroom needs 


Student enrollment is on the in- 
crease at Boyne Falls School, which 
18 good news for the district; the grow- 
ing number of students, however, 
means that classroom space is at a 
premium. At a special meeting last 
week, the Boyne Falls Board of Edu- 
cation discussed options for a poten- 
tial expansion project, which would 
include the construction of four to six 
new classrooms. 

“We're in the very preliminary ba- 
sis of looking into the possibility of 
adding rooms to our school,” said 
Boyne Falls superintendent Mark

Parsons. With growth in the elemen- 
tary calling for two sections per grade 
level, and two large classes in the high 
school next year (including a total of 
31 students in 10th grade and 35 stu- 
dents in eighth), “it doesn’t take long 
to figure out we're going to be short 
on space.”” Classroom space likely to 
be added would include two rooms 
on the elementary wing and two on 
the high schoo] wing, with the poten- 
tial for the addition of two classrooms 
on the middle school wing as well. 
Though the current school building 
was completed just three years ago on 


a $6,575,000 bond issue, at that time 
the district was restricted in their plan- 
ning by the fact that the project used 
what are known as qualified bonds, 
which gives the school the benefit of 
the State’s bond rating. 

While the school board and admin- 
istration was aware of the potential 
for growth, in terms of planning the 
space to be included in the building, 
they were required to utilize a strict 
formula which included as factors 
only the current population and pro- 
jected birth rates. At the time of the 
construction project, Parsons noted,

the economic future of East Jordan 
but the Chain of Lakes region as well. 
“We'll be returning to Houghton and 
continuing to research,” Coleman said 
of the process, “collecting demo- 
graphic information, as well as retail: 
sales and market information,” both 
local and from surrounding commu- 
nities and counties.

the classroom additions currently be- 
ing discussed had to be removed from 
the initial building plans due to the 
fact that they were not considered 
necessary based on the formula uti- 
lized by the bonding authority. 
Though the rooms were removed, the 
building was designed so as to easily 
accommodate future additions. 

Just as administrators expected, the 
school has jumped in enrollment from 
a total of 278 students in 2000 to a 
current tally of 331. “The growth that 
this community anticipated did occur, 
even though, statistically, it wasn’t in 


the formula,” Parsons said. 

Though expansion seems inevi- 
table, the board, Parsons stresses, is 
in the very early stages of planning. 
Currently, the focus is on making a 
decision regarding bond alternatives, 
that is, whether to utilize the quali- 
fied bond again, or go to an unquali- 
fied bond, which would allow the dis- 
trict to build without the size con- 
straints.’ 

According to Parsons, whichever 
way the bonding alternatives are de-

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For Kelly Larson, the words 
“small town” evoke no mystery. 
The recently-hired manager for 
Boyne City’s fledgling Main Street 
program, Larson is a native of 
Scandia, Kansas, which boasts a 
thriving population of 500. 

Of the 3,500-strong Boyne City, 
“this is a big town,” Larson laughs. 

As of two weeks apo, it's also 
home, as Larson settles in and takes 
on the task of helping to develop a 
program that could shape the future 
of Boyne City. The task is one she 
has long wished to be a part of, even 
before she knew that Boyne City ex- 
isted. 

As a graduate of Kansas State 
University with a Bachelor's degree 
in Interior Architecture, Larson has 
always had a love for historic pres- 
ervation, a major tenet of the Main 
Street program initiative. Her edu- 
cational and professional) pursuits 
have taken her from internships

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cataloguing architecture in India to 
working on a multimillion dollar pres- 
ervation effort on the Kansas State- 
house, to surveying historic architec- 
tural sites in Alabama, Indiana and 
Pennsylvania. Throughout her trav- 
els, however, the Main Street program 
which has national roots more than 20 
years old, has always piqued her in- 
terest. “I-was always keeping up with 
{what was happening) with Main 
Street,” Larson said. “I made a deci- 
sion that that’s what I want to do.” 
It’s her small town roots, in fact, that 
have led to her passion for Main Street. 
Growing up, Larson said, “you'd see 
people going off to school and then 
moving to a bigger city.” After gain- 


ing some experience of her own, she 
added, “I want to go to a small town 
and bring back my experiences and 
education.” 

Finding herself at a point in her ca- 
reer where she was ready to make a 
change, Larson began to watch job

postings on the national Main Street 
Program Web site. She applied for 
several, but had an idea early on that 
the Boyne City position might be just 
what she was looking for. 

Despite an early summer trip to 
Interlochen, where her sister was 
working, and through the Upper Pen- 
insula, Larson had almost no previous 
experience with Michigan. Interview- 
ing for the job, she said, “I really didn’t 
have any expectations [about the 
area].” After a first interview by phone, 
Larson traveled to Boyne City for a 
second interview, after which she was 
offered the job. Despite the reloca- 
tion far from her home state, she didn’t 
hesitate to take it. “I’m not married, | 
have no kids,” Larson said of her thus- 
far unencumbered lifestyle. “I was 
kind of ready to move.” Move she did, 
and quickly, leaving almost immedi- 
ately for five days of Main Street train- 
ing in Lansing, provided through the 
Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation, the body through which 
the Michigan Main Street Program is 
administered. 

Returning to Boyne City last week, 
Larson had a chance to get settled into 
her apartment as well as her office, lo- 
cated on the upper level of the Rail- 
road Office Building downtown. 

“My first thing is that I need to be- 
come familiar with the community,” 
she said, a task that’s taken her, liter- 
aily, to the streets. “It’s a small town, 
but when you’re trying to [meet ev- 
eryone] individually at each business, 
it takes a long time.” This week, 
Larson, along with the newly-formed 
Main Street board, will take another 
step forward in establishing the direc- 
tion of the Main Street program, un- 
dergoing two days of goal-setting ses- 
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downtown office while getting to know community members. 


sions with a team of representatives 
from MEDC, which inctudes a public 
meeting on Thursday, Oct. 23 (see 
box). The goal-setting, she said, “is 
very important, sitting down and find- 
ing out exactly what our mission is.” 

- Larson will also be busy, in the com- 
ing weeks, becoming familiar with the 
types of assistance available to the 
community in a number of areas, rang- 
ing from grants and loans to housing 
issues, streetscape issues, and beyond. 
Larson’s job will also require her to 


be a liaison between and coordinate 
efforts between the community and the 
Main Street board, and the MEDC. 
During the first year of the Main 
Street Program, Boyne City, which 
was Selected earlier this year as one 
of four communities to be included in 
the first-ever State of Michigan Main 
Street participation, Larson said that 
the community will “get a lot of assis- 
tance, a lot of training,” either in 
Boyne City or in conjunction with 
other Main Street communities. “It 
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will be interesting, and important, to 
learn about the other cities’ problems 
and what they see happening there,” 
Larson said. The three other Michi- 
gan Main Street communities are 
Marshall, Portland, and Calumet/ 
Calumet Township. For now, 
though, Larson is focusing on get- 


‘ting to know Boyne City. “I’m just 


trying to get out there and introduce 
myself,” she said. Larson’s office is

We are, however, some of the most versa- 
tile and adaptable folks on the planet. And we have a 
fabulous sense of humor. 

Looking ahead, convertible clothing, I think, will be 
the wave of the future in northern Michigan — I’ve de- 
cided that the person who invented those pants that zip 
off to shorts must have been from around here. 

Now I just need someone to come up with a sweater 
that transforms into a tank top at the twist of a button, and 
a skirt that becomes snow pants at the pull of a string, and 
ll be all set.

East Jordan 
woman killed 
in auto crash 


A two-car crash last week in South Arm Township 
resulted in the death of an East Jordan woman. 

According to Charlevoix County Sheriff George T. 
Lasater, Jessica Robtoy, 20, of East Jordan, was killed 
on Thursday, Oct. 9, when the vehicle she was driving 
failed to stop at the intersection of Rogers Road and M- 
66. According to witnesses, Robtoy was eastbound on 
Rogers Road and entered the intersection at M-66, 
where she was struck broadside on the driver’s side by 
a 1999 Ford Taurus driven by Clifford Monkman, 75, of 
East Jordan. 

The East Jordan Fire Department used the “‘jaws of 
life” at the scene to access the passenger compartment 
of Robtoy’s 1997 Pontiac Bonneville to allow the East 
Jordan Ambulance EMTs to extricate Robtoy and her 
three-year-old daughter, Alexis. 

Robtoy, her daughter, and Monkman were all 
transported by East Jordan Ambulance to Charlevoix 
Area Hospital. 

Monkman was transferred by air ambulance to the 
University of Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor with 
fractures and a head injury. 

Alexis Robtoy was examined and released, but was 
readmitted to the hospital later for a head injury. 

Jessica Robtoy was admitted to the intensive care 
unit at Charlevoix Area Hospital, where she later died. 

Both vehicles were totaled in the accident; the crash 
remains under investigation by the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. 

The East Jordan Police Department assited at the 
scene with traffic control.

cided, the bond issue could potentially turn out to be of 
little or no additional cost to taxpayers. With an 
increasing SEV, the district is anticipating another — 
reduction in the current bond levy (this year, the levy 
was reduced from seven mils to six). 

“We're hoping for another reduction next year,” 
Parsons said. “We’re hoping that will allow us to ask 
ani for a little more or not increase [the bond levy] 
at all.” 

Though the district has not hired an engineer at this 
point, early estimates of cost indicate that additional 
classrooms could be built for $90-100 per squate foot, 
with four classrooms consisting of aa 4 500 
square feet. 

The earliest a bond issue might be put before voters, 
according to Parsons, would be springtime, though he 


suspects that it may not happen until the annual election : 
in June of 2004.

Flu shots available through NMCHA 


The Northwest Michigan Community HeaJth 
Agency is offering flu shots for children six months 
and older at its offices in Charlevoix, Antrim, Emmet 
and Otsego counties, 

The cost is $18 per dose; there is no charge for chil: 
dren enrolled in Medicaid. Families whose insurance 
does not cover immunizations, or who are not insured, 
may qualify for a reduced’ fee of $10 per dose through 
the health agency, 

According to NMCHA, new si coanmhetida ions from 
both the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and the 
American Academy of Pediatrics encourage an annual 
flu shot for all healthy children six months to 23 months 
of age: “Healthy children younger than two arc at as 
great a risk of being hospitalized from the flu as are 


adults over the age of 50,” said Joshua Meyerson, M.D., - 


medical director for the Northwest Michigan Commu- 


Infants under six months of age are at greatest risk of 
contracting the flu, but they are too young to receive 


the vaccine. “The best way to protect them is to make - 


sure that their parents, siblings, and caregivers are vac- 


‘cinated,” Meyerson said. 


Influenza (flu) is caused by a virus that infects the 
nose, throat, and lungs. It typically is spread through 
the air or person-to-person when an infected pesea 
sneezes, coughs, or talks. 

_ Although some vaccinated people: will still get the 


flu, Meyerson noted, they generally get a milder case © 


than those who are not vaccinated, 

The Northwest Michigan Community Health Agency 
is the local health department serving Charlevoix, 
Antrim, Emmet and Otsego counties.
